Reporting a 
. Hurricane

There is a town in Florida that some 
} Yeurs ag0 Was the sscene of a rivalry 
between tio newspapers. The field 
Was barely large enough for one jour- 
ual, the Chronicle, which bad occupied 
| it ever since Joe Baxter established it 
during the last century. When Bax- 
ter died his son, Captain Joe, Jr.. car- 
‘ried & on. But the captain had been 
‘in the Confederate army during the 
war between the states and received a 
wound that had crippled him for life. 
The girl he had left behind him, how- 
ever, Was true to him and married Lim 
in a bospital after the surrender. 

Joe was fitted to perform the indoor 
work connected wth a newspaper, 
| wus not able to do much getting about 
gathering news. Mrs. Joe did a good

The results of the 
differ from the early newspaper re- 
ports. Congressmen Hinds, Peters, 
Guernsey, Republicans, and McGilli- 
cuddy, Democrat, were re-elected. 

State Anditor Callahan of Lewiston, 
a Republican, was defeated by 472 
votes by J. E. Sullivan of Bangor, a 
Democrat, the vote being 60,451 for 
Callahan and 6,923 for Sullivan. 

The public utilities act was ap- 
proved by a vote of 67,355 to 37,008. 

The returns on the election of mem- 
bers of the legislature indicate there 
will be seventeen Republicans and 
ji fourteen Democrats in the senate and 
eventy Republicans, seventy-seven 
Democrats and four Progressives in 
the house. This would give the Re- 
publicans cichty-seven, the Progres- 
sives four and the Democrets ninety- 
one on a joint ballet, the Democrats 
being one vote short of a majority. 

The report of the committee on 
elections Was presented and accept- 
ed. It did not include the results for 
State auditor on account of the close 
vote and the examination of ballots 
now in progress. 

A proclamation declaring that a ma- 
jority of the voters in the referendum 
on the public utilities act were in 
favor of its adoption was issued by 
Governor Haines. 

The new law, which was passed at 
the last sessicn of the legislature, 
will go into effect on Oct. 30. It 
creates a commission which wil] have 
eentrok of all public utilities in the 
State.

> Preserved Ginger. 
Those people who like it should keep | 
few jars of preserved ginger on } 
hand. Now is the time to buy the gin- 
ger roct. Young roots are put into a} 
vessel and kept at the scalding point 
until tender, when they- should be peel- 
ed in cold water. Make a thin sirup 
and pour it over the ginger and allow 
it to remain for five days. Then place 
the ginger in the jars for keeping 
enrich the sirup by the addition of

sugar. Boil thoroughly and pour over 
the ginger. It Is then ready for seal- 
ing. 


Ginger pears are novel. The pears 
should be ripe. Peel them and remove 
the cores, then cut into thin slices. To 
every four pounds of pears allow the 
juice of two large Jemons, three and 
one-half pounds of sugar, four ounces 
of ginger root shaved fine and one gill 
of water. Dissolve the. sugar, then 
drop in the pears, ginger and lemon 
juice and cook for an hour very slowly, 
Place in the cans and seal when hot. 


Blanched Vegetables. 

Green string beans. onfons, full 
grown lima beans and ethergreen gar- 
den yegetables are made more delicate 
and palatable for manyeby -blanching 
them, to remove the strong or acrid 
flavor. before cooking them. This Is 
done by dropping the prepared vege- 
tables into a saucepan well filled with 
boiling water and salted, immediately 
brought back to boiling point and boll- 
ed continuously frgm five to twenty 
minutes, according to the kind and 
condition of the vegetable. 

The cover, if used at all, should only 
partially cover the saucepan. The 
blanched vegetables must not stand in 
this water. If not convenient to finish 
cooking them at once, drain them 
from the hot water, throw into cold 
water to coo] at once; then drain again 
and set in a cool place covered with a 
‘piece of cheesecloth until ready to fin- 
ish the cooking. 


Fruit Sirups. 

To make fruit sirups boi] the fruit 
till soft and let it drip through a jelly 
bag. Put juice in a preserving kettle, 
boil and skim it. add a pint of sugar 
to each quart of juice. boil it five min- 
utes, und skim. ,Have ready bottles 
sterilized by putting them in cool wa- 
ter brought to a boil, Fill them with 
the sirup and stand them in pans of 
water in the oven for ten minutes. 
Have boiling juice ready, fill the bottles. 
put in corks that have been in boiling 
water, and coat the corks with paraf- 
fin. Stand the bottles where no draft 
ean strike them till cool; keep them 
in a cool, dark place. 


Dutch Butter Cakes. 

Dutch butter cakes are delicious. 
They are made as follows: Take one- 
half pound butter, three cupfuls flour, 
one-half pound brown sugar, a heap- 
ing teaspoonful baking powder, one- 
fourth pound sweet almonds and yolk 
of one egg, cut into small pieces. Mix 
butter and sugur until soft; add all 
6ther ingredients, mix thoroughly with 
hands until they stick together; form 
into cakes and brush each witb white 
of egg. Bake in very hot oven; not too 
brown, as otherwise butter becomes | 
too dry. 


How to Can Beets, p 

Wash young ‘beets, and leave on an 
inch of the stems. Boil them till ten- 
der, drop them in cold water then rub 
off the skin, pack them tightly in jars, 
set these ow a rack, fi) the furs to 
overflowing with boiling water, and’ 
udd a teaspoonful of salt to each jar.’ 
Put on rubbers and corers loosely, set 
the jars in a kettle of water that partly 
covers them, and boil them for three- 
quarters of an hour. Then tighten the 
éovers and let them cool in the kettle. 
Carrots may be canned in the same 
way. 


~ Crisp Cabbage. 

To treat cabbage in order to have it 
refain all its fresh, crisp, clean quall- 
ties for a long time, strip off the root 
and old outside leaves clear down to 
’ compact head. Take two or three 
thicknesses of clean newspapers and 
wrap each cabbage in a tight. neat 
littie Sundle. Place in a box or bar- 
rel.

i London, Oct. 2.—Despite the con- 
tinued caution of the French official 
| reports, it is clearly evident that the 
great turning movement of the allies 
jis steadily forcing the German right 
wing toward the Belgian boundary. 

Only once Thursday, so far as can 
be learned, did the invaders alter 
; their plan to remain under shelter in 
their subterranean cities. In the 
neighborhood of Roye, covered by a 
heavy artillery fire, the Germans 
scrambled out of their trenches and 
dashed at the lines of the allies. They 
were beaten back, but returned and 
again and again they strove in vain 
to smash a way through the fortified 
positions of the British and French. 

Just as at Tracy-le-Mont, the as- 
sault was plainly an effort of tbe in- 
vaders to try to find out if the allies 
had stretched out their flanking move- 
ment too far and had weakened their 
defensive front. The attack, similar 
to previous encounters, took place in 
the devastated countryside that cor- 
responds roughly with the human el- 
bow—where the lines of the hostile 
forces extending to the north and to 
the east met in a sharp angle. 

Germans Fall by Thousands 

The battle of Rove was probably 
fought on the fertile pleateau known 
locally as the Sancerre, one of the 
most famous grain bearing regions of 
France. Never has there been such 
reaping on the Sancerre as that of 
| Thursday, when Germans by thou- 
‘sands fell like mown wheat as the 
deadly French artillery swept the 
plain. 

Further toward the north, as the 
allies reached out toward the Belgian 
frontier in their stupendous effort to 
turn the German fiank, there were 
countless clashes. But this battle of 
the Aisne is upon such a tremendous 
scale that thousands of men are fall- 
ing daily on uncelebrated fields of 
battle. in almost any other great war 
these minor conflicts would have been 
| hailed as zreat battles, but today they 
are unreported. 
| One reason for the lack of know!- 
' edge is of course the unwillingness of 
{the censors to pass descriptions of 
fighting until they are many days old. 
Kor this reason it is is impossible to 
know how far toward the north the 
turning movement of the allies has 


passed. Cavalry are probably riding 
by thousands near the Belgian 
frontier, and the infantry must be 


north of Cambrai. 


Allies Are Succeeding 

Everything continues to indicate 
that the lsritish and Freneh are suc- 
ceeding in their, that they are flank- 
ing von Kluck and von Boehm just as 
they flanked von Kluck and von Bue- 
low in the battle of the Marne. The 
official dispatches merely state that 
the situation is satisfactory and that 
in both the west and: east progress is 
being made daily. 

Each day makes it more difficult for 


Germans who are stubbornly holding 
their fortified trenches to allow their 
comrades treking north to reach their 
next line line of defense on Belgian 
soil. 

From Bertin come optimistic wire- 
less messages that seek te revive hope 
in the sorrowful non-combatants who 
remain in Germany. In the latest 
German statement the only place men- 
tioned is Albert, where, it is ‘said, 
the attacks of the allies were re- 
pulsed. Although this dispatch was 
not received in London until Thurs- 
day, it is believed that the clash at 
Albert must have been the one that 
occurred last Tuesday, when the in-. 
vaders succeeded in wiping another 
town off the map.

French Advance Continues 

On the German left, where the 
menace of invasion was last week so 
acute, the .French continue their 
drive, sweeping all opposition before 
them in the Woevre region. The 
garrisons at Toul and Verdun, who 
were mourning in the early days of 
the war because they never caught 
sight of a German uniform, have been 
fighting hard enough for the past few 
days to bring content to the bitterest 
enemy of Germany. Every step that 
they advance hrings them nearer to 
the coveted territory of Lorraine, 
which, with Alsace, every Frenchman 
expects to see rejoicing in the rais- 
ing of the tricolor after the last shot 
of the war has been fired. 

The French progress in the forest 
of Argonne. made in several new 
points, according to the official Paris 
statement, is steadily driving north- 
ward a wedge that threatens to sep- 
arate the crown prince from the 
armies of the Duke of Wuertemberg 
and General von Hinem. 

The arrival of native troops from 
India, said to be 75.000 strong, has 
been officially admitted by the British 
press burean, They reached Mar- 
seilles last Friday and some of them 
have probably been engaged already 
in fighting. In addition fresh regi- 
ments of British territorialists have 
also reached the front, including the 
renowned London Scottish. 

This large addition to the left wing 
of the allies should be able to exert 
enough force to accelerate the German 
retreat, already under way toward the 
Sambre. 


Hard Fighting In Belgium 

So far as can be judged from the 
dispatches, the fighting in Belgium is 
more intense at present than in any 
part of France except the _ district 
where von Kluck is desperately bat- 
tling to maintain an orderly retire- 
ment. The bombardment of the outer 
forts at Antwerp, the temporary Bel- 
gian capital, continues practically 
without interruption, but thus far 
none of the Belgian strongholds have 
been reluced. The rssoult ‘Ss most vio- 
lent trom the district between Ter- 
monde and Malines, and the invaders 
are said to have suffered heavy losses. 

Antwerp is now the last refuge of 
the Belgian army and once more the 
heroic people of that suffering na- 
tion are asking if the British and 
French are coming to their assist- 
ance. The allies could not safely aid 
Belgium while Liege was being 
smashed and while the conquerers 
were parading into Brussels, but 
now they are on their way to rescue 
beleaguered Antwerp. If the Ger- 
mans have not sneceeded in getting 
their heavy howitzers in position, it is 
thoucht that relief will come to Ant- 
werp before a surrender of the city 
can be coinpelled. 

Military Necessity For Germans 

Military experts in London declare 
that the possesion of ‘Antwerp is now 
an absolute necessity for the Ger- 
mans. So long as they were able to 
hold their lines in France it made very 
little difference whether the Belgians 
retained the great seapo-t city or not. 
Now that the lines have been short- 
ened and the Germans are going to be 
forced to hold Belgium not only 
against the Belgians, but also against 
the allied armies, the reduction of 
Antwerp becomes an absolute military 
necessity from“the German point of 
view. ; 
Where are grave. doubts whether 


y Antwerp can withstand a general 
| sfege. 


Her fortifications are no 
stronger, s@ far as individual units 
are concerned, than wefe Liege and 
Namur. And they, with Maubeuge, 
fell before the shells of the great Ger- 
man 16.3 siege guns, the “Busy 
Berthas” of which the German gen- 
eral staff is so proud that every of- 
ficial of the Krupp factory has been 
awarded an iron cross.

| GREATEST IN HISTORY 


| Battle of the Aisne Shown to Over- 
| shadow All Other Conflicts — 
The battle of the Aisne, which has 
been raging between the forces of the 
Germans end the allies for eighteen 
days, ‘has. taken its place as the 
greatest military struggle of all time, 
according to a compilation from Unit- 
ed States war department records. | 
It is surpassed, to date, in duration 
of continuous fighting only by the bat- 
tle of Mukden, in the Russo-Japanese 
war, which lasted twenty days. ‘The 
battle of the Winlderness in the Civil 
war, which lasted for twenty-six 
days, also surpassed it in dyration, 
so far, although the fighting in the 
former was intermittent. { 
In pojnt of numbers engaged, ex-' 
tent of battle front and casualties, 
however, the battle of the Aisne over- 
shadows all conflicts. It began on 
Sept. 14 and is still on. It is esti- 
mated that 3,000,000 men have been 
engaged.

The battleship Nevada, now under 
construction at the Fore River yards, 
will have the distinction of the first 
American battleship to be fitted with 
three-gun turrets. PreparatiOns are 
aow being made for the installation of 
this novelty in naval -.architecture, 
ind the task is no easy one, for the 
urrets are the heaviest ever set up. 

Their weight is 80 tons, being about 
{1 tons heavier than those placed on 
he Rivadavia. Much preliminary 
vork yet remains to be done, and it 
's not expected that the first turret 
will be hoisted aboard inside of three 
weeks. This type will_be the best 
rotected of any in the world. 

Each of these turrets will have 
‘hree 14-inch guns, the most powerful 
yn any United States battleship, and

‘47,500 pounds and will throw a 
harge 1400 pounds in weight and 
ontaining a large amount of explo- 
sive. Two of the three gun turrets 
will be set up, one on the forecastle 
‘eck, one on the quarter-deck, with a 
‘wo gun turret behind and slightly 
above each,

WAR CORRESPONDENTS. 
When the war began, the news cen- 
sor and his big blue pencil were very 
obvious. One could hardly _ tell 
whether a dispatch was describing 
the battle of Waterloo in 1815 or that 


of Liege in 1914. As the cam- 
paign proceeded, the lid was 
lifted quite a little. The 


world could see and hear the clash 
of Armageddon. But last week things 
seem to have tightened down again. 

It is perhaps taken for granted that 
war movements must be conducted in 

rey. Yet one can’t help feeling 
that a war correspondent performs a 
very important function, and one that 
nn armed force distinctly needs. 

It is the business of the trained mil- 
Stary writer to present a vivid pic- 
tur of the work of the soldiers. If 
the preparation of this account is left 
to the press agents of the war offices, 
al! the color of the picture is left out. 
Tt becomes as pale and flat as a law 
brief, with little to arouse enthusiasm 
or win sympathy. : 

But if the trained war correspond- 
ent is permitted to accompany the 
troops, and write with some freedom, 
he transmits to the world a thrilling 
picture of the daring and sacrifices 
of war. This communicates enthu- 
siasm to his own countrymen, re- 
lieves anxities, and elicits hope and 
confidence. It arouses the admira- 
tion and sympathy of neutral nations. 
When the censor cuts out the news, he 
cuts the line of communication with 
heme enthusiasm. 

It is natural that military com; 
manders should wish to conceal move= 
ments of troops. But to conceal these 
movements until long after the enemy 
mre aware of them is poor policy. Itl 
a graphic story of past events is 
promptly sent home by _ writers 
trained to observe and tell what they 
a most efficient means of elict- 
ing home support and winning favor- 
able sentiment has been set to work.

He assured 
Mr. Davis that President Hamilton of 
the Quincy Board of Trade was anx- 
jous that the company should play in 


Quincy, and suggested that Quincy 
Music Hall could probably be se- 
cured. 


Immediately, Mr. Davis came _ to 
Quincy, but an inspection of the Music 
hall stage, convinced him it would 
be useless to attempt to present such 
a heavy play there. The stage was too 
small and too low. 

Kincaide’s Theatre offered the only 
alternative, and Mr. Davis’ was de- 
lighted to fnd in Quincy such an up- 
to-date commodious playhouse.

in what he says, with a gift for lead- 
ership and doing things. 

In the old fashioned school, the boy 
who was dull at his books was prod- 
ded and spurred along the. thorny 
path which he was never fitted to 
travel. Somehow he never could see 
things through the printed ‘pages. 
Put him out im a garden, and give 
him corn seed, hoe and spade, or put 
him on the ballground, and he might 
raise a crop or play a game much su- 
perior to the bookish boy's. 

Books are the record of the world’s 

“avisdom, but their use should not be 

over emphasized. Too much reading 
and study makes the boy overmnch 
spectator.. His energy is ‘gat- 
isfied by the thrill of reading Bow 
boys do things. Mean ‘phile 
the dull boy is*out selling his papers 
or raising his potatoes, and sléwly 
winning his way. 

Every school should have some out- 
let for the children who are slow at 
books. Home and school -gardens are 
one of the most useful of these out- 
lets. Dressmaking and cooking 
classes teach an art that lies at the 
foundation of home economy, and 
which the average mother fails to 
impart. To more than half of the 
boys, ruccess in life is to be reached 
through skill of the hand rather than 
through the printed pages.

Ten Thousand of His Followers Are

Juarez, Mex Oct. 6.—With 10,- 
000 of his men already in revolt and 
discontent among his generals grow- 
ing, General Villa hurriedly returned 
to Torreon to put an end to a more 
general mutiny, which is threatened 
in the northern army. 

The loss of the Herrerra 
nearly 5000 and of the Arrieta forces 
in Durango, numbering mearly 
more, annoyed Villa, but he became 
alarmed when General Chao, com- 
manding a detachment of 2500 troops, 
deserted with his men, 

Chao’s action, following that of 
Herrerra and _ Arrieta, causes Villa 
and his friends to fear a general re- 
volt in his army, which may _ give 
Carranza an advantage which will be 
difficuit to overcome.

EFFECT OF THE WAR. 

The European armies so far, seem 
to have been supported mostly out of 
“war chests,” vast sums previously 
But the borrowing of 
money has begun. This means that 
all the contending people must for 
many years pay an extra tax. If the 
powers have any sense remainiug, 
they will agree, when the war closes, 
on some reduction of armament. (The 
saving here might balance the heav- 
ier taxes caused by interest-and pay- 
ments on war loans. 

Where the war will pinch bitterly 
is in the loss of earning power. Mil- 
lions of families must now draw on 
their savings, and very likely exhaust 
them. The scale of living will be re- 
duced. People will occupy poorer 
houses, eat less food. and cut out lux- 
uries. Families that have lost the 
breadwinner must struggle on ill-fed 
and half nourished. 

Europe cannot for the next decade 
buy so many American manufactured 
zoods. It will not be able to eat so 
much grain and meat. While the war 
lasts, more food products will be 
bought in this country. Armies have 
to be fed, even if the children starve. 
So many farm workers have been 
killed, that agricultural production 
will drop in Europe after the war. 
So perhaps, in spite of the prospec- 
tive Europe may permanent- 
ly buy just as much of our farm pro- 
ducts.

Budapest Declares That Rus- 
sians Have Been Repulsed 


HUNGARIAN GAPITAL'IS MOVED 


- 


| Second Russian Army Said to Be 

| Threatening New Location Which 
They Have Invaded Through Car- 
pathian Passes—Desperate Fighting 
Reported by RuSsian Staff 


London, Oct 7.—According to a 
message from Budapest, says the 
Reuter correspondent at Amsterdam, 


the battles with the Russians who en- 
tered Hungary have not yet been 
definitely concluded, but the Russians 
have been repulsed at a point to the 
northwest of Muramoroszige and at 
Tarkozkooz. German troops partici- 
pated in the fighting. 

“Between Polena and Aknos,” the 
dispatch says, “Russians again at- 
tempted to break through the allied 
German and Austrian lines, but were 
forced to retreat. The Austrian and 
German troops hotly pursued the Rus- 
Bsians and captured many prisoners, 

“Railroads fn East Prussia are 
crowded with troop trains, and our 
ferial scouts report an uninterrupted 
movement of Germans in a westerly 
direction. German columns and Ger- 
man troop trains are withdrawing 
across the fronticr.” 

Speaking of the Russian invasion of 
Hungary, a dispatch from Rome to 
jthe Exchange “Telegraph company 
says: : 

“According to ‘Budapest advices the 
, Capture of Marmaros-Sziget, capital 
of the Hungarian county of Marma- 
| Tos, has necessitated the removal of 
; the government of that department to 
Huszt, twenty-eight miles  west- 
| northwest of Sziget. A second Rus- 
sian army nowthreatens the latter 
city and reinforcements are being 
hurried up to check the Russian ad- 
vance.” 

Marmaros, the county in Hungary 
which the Russians have invaded 
through the Carpathian passes, is in 
sa northeast, bordering on Galicia, 


Bukowina ang Transylvania. 

The following official statement was 
given out at Russian general head- 
| quarters at Petrograd:

a heavy artillery fire. The enemy has 
received reinforcements from the gar- 
rison at Koenigsberg. There ha3 
been particularly desperate fighting in 
the vicinity of Bakalargev.”

As is usual at this time, discontented tax payers (and there are 
many of them) are seeking either revenge or reform 

‘As n the past years, the mails are being flooded with literature 
from various aspirants for office; promising a lower tax rate and bet- 
ter conduct of the city affairs. Donbtless all these promises are sin- 
cere, but they are based on miscaleulations. 

The writer believes it to be’a fact that not a dollar of the city’s 
money has been dishonestly expended, yet the city is getting into 
deeper financial difficulty each year, The 1914 tax bills show 
that today we are worse.off than ever. 

True, the rate has been reduced, but valuations have been raised. 
One more than offsets the other, because next year, our contribu- 
tion to the State, Metropolitan and County taxes will be based on this 
increased valuation. Rarely, if ever, is a city’s valuation lowered 
so the net result is a permanent liability fastened on to the city. 

Is it not time for us to consider where we are drifting? The 
course we are following can have but one ending. Instead of bring- 
ing to Quincey people who will increase our taxable assets, we will 
drive from it our ldrge personal property taxpayers, who are here 
now and want to remain, if we will only put our City affairs on a 
sane business basis. 

Quiney has already lost some of its taxpayers because of its 
high taxes. If more go, the burden must be borne by those who re- 
main 

WHAT IS THE REMEDY? 

The only remedy sought in the past has been in a change of ofti- 
CPTS : 
Golden promises were made, new men elected, hopes raised, and 
relief anticipated, only to realize when September came it was the 
same old storv—-with Quiney one year nearer to the hour of its fin- 
ancial embarrassment. 

If twenty-five years of administration by the best men we could 
elect has brought Quiney to the pass it is now at, then there is 
radically wrong with some fundamental law or combin- 
ation of laws controlling the free exercise of our right to obtain and 
live under the hest form of municipal government. 

It is said Quiney can be governed as a business corporation—that 
the same principles should govern each. 

Is this so? Under existing laws can Quincey be so governed? 

Can we go wherever we wish and pick our Mayor or General 
Mznager, a man who has had the necessary experience and who has 
proved his fitness for the position ?

The General Manager is given full authority in the selection of 
his assistants, the adjustment of his denartments, so as to make a 
working unit, thus obtaining the greatest degrée of efficiency. 

No Board of Directors of a corporation the size of Quiney would 
think of appointing as Genera] Manager, a man, who knew nothing 
of the duties of the office, either from actual experience, study or 
training. To do so. would be to invite bankruptey. Yet that is 
what we have been doing and are now about to do. no matter which 
of the eandidates is finally chosen. 

The Board of Directors of a successful business corporation is 
in harmony with its management. 

In Quiney. the Council is large-—23 members—frequently antag- 
onistic to the Mayor, and differing among themselves along _ political

been driven back from the line of the 
Donajec river by the reinforced Aus- 
trian armies. 

The Austrians have retaken Nowy 
Sandec (Neu Sandec) on the south- 
ern Galicia railway line just east of 
the Donajec river, and are still in 
possession of Tarnow. 

The Russians have made several 
assaults in force on the Austrian 
positions in the vicinity of Tarnow, 
it is stated, 
they have been repulsed. 

The battle line in Galicia now ex- 
tends from the Vistula river just north 
ot Sezeucin along the line of railroad 
that parallels the Donajec, connecting 
the northern and southern Galician 
lines.| The Russians have attempted 
to advance with two entire armies 
along the northern and southern lines, 
but they have been defeated in every 


attempt they have made to break 
through the Austrian front. The 
Austrians are now on the offensive 


and will endeavor decisively to defeat 
the Russians and thus raise the siege 
of PrzemyslL 

The Russians will soon be in dan- 
ger of a flank attack, as the German 
invasion of Russien Poland from the 
neighborhood of Bendzim is continu- 
ing. 

The above dispatch from Vienna, 
by way of Rome, flatly contradicts 
the Russian claims that they have oc- 
cupied Tarnow and were about to 
cross the Donajec river for the pur- 
pose of isolating Cracow. 

A dispatch from Petrograd says a 
report from Lemberg, Galicia, states 
that Przemysl, the strong fortress of 


the Austrians, is being bombarded by 


Russian heavy artillery. 

The damage is considerable, houses 
being set on fire by bursting shrap- 
nel. All efforts of the Austrian field 
forces to assist the fort have been un- 
successful and their troops have re- 
treated to Viotslavsk. 

It is officially announced . from 
Huszt, Marmaros county, Hungary, 
that Austrian forces have been heavy- 
ily engaged with Russians since Mon- 
day at a point near Tecso, telegraphs 
the Amsterdam correspondent of the 
Reuter Telegram company. The Rus- 
sians retreated. The battle came to 
an end near Kricsfalva, with com- 
plete victory for the Austrians. 

Tecso is about twenty miles south- 
east of Husct. Marmaros county is 
in the extreme east of Hungary be- 
tween Galicia and Transylvania. 

Small detachments of Russians 
were engaged by Austrian gendarmes 
at a point near Beszterzenazod. Aus- 
trian reinforcements have been dis- 
patched to Beszterzenazod. All the 
passes are occupied by the Russians. 


MARION MANOLA DEAD 


Former Light Opera Star Succumbs 
to Surgical Operation 

New Rochelle, N. ¥., Oct. 8.— 
Marion Manola, a famous light opera 
star of twenty years ago, died in the 
New Rochelle hospital after an opera- 
tion to remove gall stones. 

She was 48 years of age and was 
born in Oswego, N. Y., the daugh- 
ter of John Stevens, an inventor. 
She made her debut in London. In 
America she appeared as prima donni 
in the McCall opera productions. 

She married Henry Mould of Cleve 
Jand when she was 16, and later di- 
vorced him. Eighteen years ago she 
married John Mason, an _ actor 
Kleven years ago, after divorcing 
Mason, she entered the Keith cir- 
cuit. Three years later she retirec 
from the stage. Her surviving hus-

RATS LIKE TO GNAW TUSKS. 


And Thus the Rodents Are a Help to 
the Ivory Workers, 

There is a curious but little known 
fact that well illustrates the ravages 
that rats can inflict on the hardest sub- 
stumces with their sharp little teeth. 

Many of the elephants’ tusks import- 
ed into London for the use of ivory 
ornament makers have their surfaces 
grooved into smal] furrows of unequal 
depth, as if cut by a very sharp edged 
instrument. Surely no man cap have 
taken the trouble to do that, for what 
would be t¥e profit of his labor? 

The rats are at the bottom of the 
mischief. They have found dut the 
tusks that contain the most gelatin or 
animal glue, a sweet and delicious 
morsel for the rat’s dainty palate, and 
having gnawed away as much as suit- 
ed thelr purpose, have left the rest for 
the ivory cutter. He, for bis part, is 
able and willing to profit’ by the fact 
that the rats have made clear. 

The ivory that contains a large 
amount of gelatin is softer and more 

elastic than that which does not, and 
as elasticity is the thing most needed 
for billiard balls the ivory worker 
chooses this rat marked ivory, and 
turns it into beautiful, elastie® billiard 
balls. The elasticity of some of the 
balls is so great that if thrown down 
forcibly on a hard payement they will 
rebound into the hand to the height of 
three or four feet.—Exchange. 


WHERE RAIN IS A NOVELTY. 


Think of Having a Shower Only Once 
In Twenty-four Years! 

The Chilean provinces of Atacama, 
Tarapaca and Tacna are in the rain- 
less region, or desert country west of 
the Andes, and are entirely devoid of 
vegetation. The winds in all of this 
region are from the east and in passing 
over the elevated perpetual snows of 
the Andes are stripped of their mois- 
ure and arrive on the coast perfectly 
dry. 

The last rain, a slight shower whicb 
fell in Antofagasta, in Atacama pro- 
vince, was the first rain which had 
fallen in sixteen years. The last rain 
which fell in Iquique, in Tarapaca 
province, was the first in twenty-four 
years. With both of these showers a 
notable phenomenon, occurred. The 
bare hills back of these cities assumed 
a green tint from a little plant which 
sprang up almost ina night The 
query is, “From where did this plant 
come?” ‘ 

The whole of the coast presents a 
most dismal and discouraging appear- 
ance from the sea, but the climate is 
healthy, being especially adapted to 
pulmonary and throat troubles from 
its extreme dryness and freedom from 
germs. The heat is modfied by a local 
sea breeze, and the sea bathing is most 
invigorating, as the water is cold.

SUPPLY OF TEACHERS. 
A number of teachers’ employment 
ngencies havé reported, since the fall 
terms of school began, that the sup- 
ply of teachers is much greater than 
the demand. Toa _ certain extent, 

is has always been the case, but 
there has never been an over-supply 
of thoroughly trained teachers. There 
always haye been a great many girls 
who imagined they could teach with- 
out professional training. 

Man complaints are made about low 
wages paid teachers. The  condi- 
tions just referred to will make this 
worse than evér. Of course, because 
of business depression, stenographers 
and 6thers out of work are trying to 
bridge over the gap just now by 
teaching. But the under-payment of 
teachers will be a factor after the 
business depression passes. 

Many sweet and well-meaning girls 
been trying to teach without 
the enthusiasm and originality that 
the work calls_for, They stand the 
children up in rows and hear them re- 
cite, but they neither lead nor inspire 
As dressmakers, milliners, gardeners; 
or even farmers, they would be more 
effective. At housework they could 
turn out luscious pie and nutritive 
bread, and would be a blessing to the 
world. 

Moreover, at housework, they would 
earn 34 to $6 a week the year around, 
plus board. At teaching, they make 
$10 a week for 38 to 40 weeks, paying 
$7 for board. It simply isn’t a busi- 
ness proposition. 

The reports from these agencies, 
and the unsatisfactory returns of 
teaching, poiut ambitious young wo- 
men to just one remedy. That is to 
cut down the supply until the demand 
caiches up to it. When there comes 
to be a little shorfage of gdod teachers 
school boards and superintendents 
Will ‘be forced to pay what the work 
is worth, and towns and cities will 
ave to foot the Dill.

Tge Austrian garrison attempted a 
Sortie, but the aerial scouts had re- | 
ported that troops were being mene 
for that purpose and the Russians} 
were in readiness. They annihilated | ‘ 
os front columns by a fire from ma-| 
chine guns that had been masked on} 2 
both sides of the southern gate, | 
through which the garrison tried to; 
emerge. 

The fighting continues with the ut-} 
most violence on the East Prussian | 
frontier, where the Germans occupy! 
strong positions in the Tcherneganja | 
region. They have uncovered here, 
it is stated, a series of hidden re-| 
| doubts which are a part of their first} 
defense line, and in which are mount- 
ed heavy guns. 

The entire battle line is of great 
strategic advantage, because of the 
marshy nature of the land and the 
many small lakes and streams that 
about there. In consequence the 
Kussian advance is of necessity very 
slow. The entire Russian lines are 
again being heavily reinforced and 
additional regiments of artillery aret 
being rushed to the front.

LORIMER INDICTED 
Alleged Misapplication of Bank Funds 
by UnsSeated Senator 

Chicago, Oct. 9.—William Lori- 
mer, voted out of the United States 
senate after an investigation on the 
ground that he had not been legally 
elected, was indicted in the federal 
court on a charge of misapplication ot 
the funds of the LaSalle Street Na- 
tional bank, the forerunner of the de- 
funct LaSalle Street Trust and Sav- 
ings bank. Lorimer was president ot 
both institutions. 

The indictment also names Joseph 
P. Gallagher, with whom he had been 
associated in the contracting firm ot 
Lorimer and Gallagher, as a co-de- 
fendant charged with aiding and abet- 
ting the alleged misapplication of the 
funds.

Quincy's Share for Metropolitan 
Improvements 


——__ 


State Treasurer Frederick W. Mans- 
field Thursday issued his report con- 
taining\ the 1914 assessments on the 
various’ cities and towns of the Met- 
ropolitan District for the support of} 
the metropolitan parks and _ boule- 
vards, the Metropolitan North Sewer, 
the Charles River basin and the Met- 
ropolitan Water District. 

The report prescribes the propor- 
tion of the cost to be borne by the 
City of Quincy. The basis of these 
charges is for maintenance, interest, 
sinking fund, serial bonds and other 
important charges associated with the 
annual cost of maintaining the metro- 
politan system. 

Mr. Mansfield has taken a decisive 
step in increasing from three to four 
percent in computing the interest on 
the sinking fund. While the total 
assessment of last year was $812,869, 
the assessment of this year will be 
but $492,402, approximately forty per- 
cent less. 

Revarding this change of policy, 
Mr. Mansfield says: “These reductions 
will continue practically the same an- 
nually until the end of the term, thus 
distributgig the burden of taxation 
over a longer period of time than was 
possible under the old rate. If the 
policy of computing the sinking funds 
on a three percent interest earning 
basis were continued the result would 
be that each loan would be filled long 
before it was time to pay it, and it is 
plain that this would mean that the 
present generation would be bearing 
part of the burden of taxation that 
should be borne by posterity. 

“Such a policy seems to me to be in- 
idefensible. Sinking funds should be 
computed as closely to the rate that 
they are actually earning as is pos- 
sible with safety, and if they are in 
reality earning more than four per- 
cent I see no reason for figuring them 
as low as three percent. If four per- 
cent should prove to be too high in 
any future year it would be a simple 
matter to reduce the rate of computa- 
tion.” 

Quincey will pay the total] sum of 
$107,698.24 as its assessment for the 
present year. The amounts are di- 
vided as follows: Metropolitan water, 


$51,469.66; metropolitan parks and 
boulevards, $23,998.29; metropolitan 
sewer, south system, $29,125.39; 


Charles Rjver basin, $3,104.90; Total, 
$107,698.24. 

Last year the city of Quincy paid 
as its total assessments, $111,780.80. 

As its share of the metropolitan 
water loan the city of Quincy will 
pay $.02 on every $1 paid in. This 
rate is determined under a state law 
which takes into consideration the 
valuation of the city on April 1, 1913 
and the average daily consumption of 
water. 

The share of the metropolitan parks 
system te be borne by the city is 
$23,998.29, which is divided as fol- 
lows: total sinking fund, $2,161.87; 
total interest, $9,002.88; total main- 
tenance, $12,622.23; total serial bonds, 
$121.31. Last year the city paid 
$22.343.79 for this expense. 

The city’s share in the sinking fund 
requirements of the parks loan, in- 
cluding the boulevards and Nantasket 
is $8,977.64, which is divided as follows 
Parks, $4,636.78; boulevards, $4,065.97 
Nantasket, $274.89. Last year the 
city paid $3,001.01 as its share of this 
assessment.

ST. GAUDENS’ GOLD COINS. 


This Country Did Not Appreciate Their 
Art, Says a Critic. 

All the arts but one, says Layton 
Crippon in his book, “Clay and Fire,” 
sbow degradation today, in many cases 
Gegradation so great that they have 
virtually ceased to exist. We have not 
only forgotten how to make beautiful 
things, but we have even acquired an 


instinetive dislike of beautiful things. | 
They seem to have become offensive to 


us. 


“There was recently one curious lit- | 
tle instance to which I am tempted to 
refer showing as it did that in our, 


present stage of degradation beauty is 
not only ignored, but has actually be- 


come offensive, causes instinctive dis- | 
like. The St. Gaudens ten and five dol- | 
lar gold pieces were undoubtedly the. 
noblest coins produced in any country | 
in 200 years. Within a couple of | 
months the American public had howl. | 


ed them out of circulation, 

“The explanation was afterward 
made that the coins were disliked be- 
cause the relief was inconveniently 
high, but a reference to the files of the 
New York or Chicago papers will con- 
vince anybody that the original outcry 
was against the design and only the 
design of these exquisite examples of 
die cutting. But America bas no mo- 
nopoly of this instinctive batred of 
beauty. It is exemplified in the van- 
dalism that is now common all over 
Europe, the destruction of ancient and 
glorious buildings, usually without val- 
id excuse.” 


OXYGEN GAS. 


The Value of Rev. Joseph Priestley’s 
Momentous Discovery. 
Oxygen was discovered in the year 
1774. Joseph Priestley, a dissenting 
English clergyman who had turned 
scientist, obtained the fitherto un- 
knowyw gas by tgniting mercuric oxide. 
The oxygen be thus produced be called 

“dephlogisticated air.” 

He and Benjamin Franklin bad often 
discussed the mysterious composition 
of air and water. No one up to that 
time had determined what element it 
wus in both which so invigorited the 
physical energies of man. It is said 
that Priestley made his actual dis- 
covery of the oxygen while experiment- 
ing In a brewery near his home in 
England. He spent the lust ten years 
of his life in the United States, a 
voluntary exile. 

Today a monument stands in Eng 
land to commemorate Priestiey’s dis- 
covery. Were be alive, he could read 
of “thousands of lUves saved by his 
work. Oxygen is the only gas capable 
of supporting respiration, and is re- 
peatedly used in the sick chamber to 
pull a patient through a crisis, Hel- 
mets equipped with oxygen attach- 
ments enable the diver to gu to ocean 
depths, the aviator to ascend into rari- 
fied air, the fireman to stand in dense 
smoke, and rescuers to descend into 
gas filled mines. So wide are its uses 
that some 4,000,000 cubic feet of this 
gas are bottled in the United States 
every year.—New York Post. 


Clog Almanacs. 

In early times in England the people 
used what were called clog almanacs, 
which remained in use till the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth century. An old 
writer thus describes then: 

“This almanac is usually a square 
piece of wood containing three months 
on each of the four edges. The num- 
ber of days in them are expressed by 
notches, the first day by a notch with 
a patulous stroke turned up from it 
and every seventh by a large sized 
notch. Over against many of the 
notches are placed on the left hand 
several marks or symbols denoting the 
golden number or cycle of the moon 
The festivals are marked by symbols 
of the several saints issuing from the 
notches.”

THE VOTERS, 

The failure of a satisfactory pro- 
portion of voters to turn out to the 
primary contests this fall is being 
widely commented upon. It is not 
merely unpatriotic, but’ poor busi- 
ness. It is noticeable that the men 
who are the most bitter in denouncing 
government waste’ and _ corruption, 
are often the same ones who are too 
busy to turn out and help elect bet- 
ter men. 

Some candidates this fall have se- 
cured excellent results by acting on 
the theory that all the voters needed 
was a simple reminder. They would 
dispatch a postal card to a list of 
voters a day or two before the prim- 
aries, asking for their support in a 
few brief words. 

Nine voters out of ten admit that 
they ought to exercise the right of 
suffrage. But they put off doing so 
from hour to hour, and before they 
know it the polls are closed. They 
very frequently forget both the day 
and the hour when the polling takes 
place. »A simple reminder from the 
candidate might win more voters than 
the expenditure of many dollars 
sending around carriages or hiring 
political workers.

The stock on hand, though 
it may be large, must be relatively 
small when compared with the 
amount of business done. €onse- 
quently the mail order house must 
pay relatively small taxes. 

Since the business of the mail or- 
der house covers many states, and of- 
ten the whole country, it would seem 
only fair that it should pay a special 
tax to the general government. It 
must “get by” éasily on a local tax 
based on tangible property in sight.

In ‘your issue’ of|/fuesday,; the 6th 
instant, I.note in anfarticle under the 
caption - “ Historiea] Autograph,” re- 
ferring to the signature of Samuel 
Fuller on a deed made in 1650, now in 
the possession of this Soticty, you say 
“A dispateh from Plymovth however 
takes some:exceptions as to whether 
the signature of Samuel Fuller, the 
credit ef finding of which is given to 
teorge Ernest Eowman,. editor of 
Pilgrim Notes and Queries, is that of 
Samuel. Fuller of Scituate, who came 
with his father Edward Fuller in the 
Mayflower.” 

In this paragraph you state that 
doubt has been cast upon the genuine- 
ness of this autograph signature. 
This dispatch, which you apparently 
found in the Boston Sunday Post, 
dees not convey any doubt as to the 
genuineness of this autograph. It 
merely. challenges the supposed claim 
that I had found something not here- 
tefore known,—namely, an autograph

-AT ATLANTIC 


Promises to Give City Business- 
Like Administration 


A neighborhood meeting in the in- 
terest of the candidacy of Henry F. 
Tilden for Mayor was held Tuesday 
evening at the residence of Lugene J. 
Hayford on East Squantum street, At- 
lantic. The meeting was attended by 
upwards of forty of the prominent 
citizens of Atlantic, and what was 
most remarkable, not one ‘of those 
present was looking for political fav- 
ors of any kind, or for any particular 
favors for the ward.

CHURCHILL CRITICISED 


His Course Toward Siege of Antwerp 
Attacked by Newspapers

THREE THOUSAND KILLED 


Turkish Survivors of Earthquake Are 
In Dire Distress 
Washington, Oct. 14.—More than 
3000 lives were lost in the earthquake 
in.the province of Konfa, Turkey, 
according to a cablegram from Am- 
bassador Morgenthau to the state de- 

partment. 

Thousaads of buildings were de- 
stroyed, rendering countless num- 
bers of people homeless. 

Morgenthau was unofficially re- 
quested by the minister of the in- 
terior of the Turkish government to 
solicit help from the people of the 
United States, as the Turkish people 
were declared to be so impoverished 
that they can render practically no 
assistance to their suffering com- 
patriots.

OSTEND IN TERROR 


German Airship Adds to Misery of 
Panic-Stricken People 

The government, King Albert and 
the main military headquarters have 
left Ostend and 60,000 panic-stricken 
people await the action of the Ger- 
mans, who are known to have a 
large force within twenty miles of the 


The inhabitants are fleeing as fast 
as ships can be provided to carry 
them to England; hospitals were 
emptied and the docks were lined 
with injured soldiers. Hundreds 
were carried on litters, while those 
less severely wounded hobbled on 
canes and crutches, supported by Red 
Cross “nurses, doctors,- nuns and 
priests. 

The wounded were given preference 
on the transports provided for the be- 
leaguered city, while 25,000 strug- 
gling people; were massed upon the 
docks, aud terminals in an effort to 
tind a place,on, the,;retugee ships.

MOBILIZING HER TRCOPS 


Portugal May Declare War on the 
Side of Great Britain 

Portuglal has not yet declared war 
against Germany, but it was learned 
in official quarters in London that a 
partial mobilization of Portuguese 
troops has been ordered. 

It is added that Portugal is prepar- 
ing for all eventualities, and that: 
if sh® participates in the war it will 
be on the side of Great Britain. 

Accordng to dispatches received in 
London from Loanda, martial laws 
has been proclaimed throughout the 
Portuguese Congo. ’ 

The Portuguese possessions in West 
Africa, called the Portuguese Congo 
or Portuguese West Africa, adjoin 
German Southwest Africa on the 
south. On the north they are bound- 
ed by the French Congo and the Bel- 
gian Congo, and on the east by 
Rhodesia. On the west it is bordered 
by the Atlantic ocean. The colony 
has an area of about 509,000 square 
miles, and a population of 7,000,000. 
The military force is compcsed of 
5000 men, of whom 3600 are natives. 


MAX WOULDN'T SETTLE 


New Story of Why Burgomaster of 
Brussels Is, Detained by Germans 
The Berlin Lokal Anzeiger gives a 

new version as to why Burgomaster 

Max of Brussels is being detained by 

the Germans in the fortress at Na- 

mur. 

The paper says that Max paid in 
cash $700,000 of the $10,000,000 de- 
manded by the Germans and gave 
bonds for the remainder up to $4,- 
000,000, which later he refused to re- 
deem. The remaining $6,000,000 he 
refused to consider: This resulted in 
his detention.

The note declares the union sends 
its expression of peace “as a tribute 
to the sentiments of fraternity which 
have inspired the meeting of the Pan- 
American conferences.”

anything but ink, : 

He believes that the present war. 
because of its magnitude and its ap- 
palling slaughter and expense, will be 
one of the strongest arguments for 
the settlement of international dis- 
putes by arbitration. 

He gave a most illuminating and in- 
teresting account of the establishing 
of the peace conference at iThe Hague 
and what it had accomplished. 

Mr. Elder’s words were given the 
closest ‘attention by his audience and

| The Thinking 


Power 


By WILLIAM BLAKEMAN 


Something over a hundred years ago, 
when Europe was making one of those 
advances in new lines of thought 
which have marked different stages of 


intellectual development, when a crop j. 


of great French thinkers—Voltaire and 
attracting attention, a 
wealthy Parisian lady conceived in 
some degree those ideas intended for 
the amelioration of women that are in 
vogue duriug the present day. 

Mme. Driyaux did not follow the 
lines of the present movement, where- 
in women contend for equality with 
men. Her idea was that women were 
capable of higher intellectual develop- 
ment than men from the fact that they 
ure made of finer texture. Her plan 
was to utilize the brute force of men 
by making it subservient to the supe- 
rior intellectual faculties of women. 

Mme. Drivanux, who possessed an 
enormous fortune, purchased an island 
in the Mediterranean sea, upon which 
she proposed to carry out her idea, She 
bad no difficulty in founding her col- 
ony.’ Someyrof her colonists were of 
noble birth; others were commoners, 
but all wgre intellectual. She called 
for men volunteers who must join with 
a full understanding that the women 
were to do the thinking, the men to 
serve as protectors. 

Mme. Drivaux’s {dea in separating 
her colonists from the rest of the world 
was that she might make an absolutely 
fresh start, untrammeled by existing 
institutions, laws,tcustoms. But a per- 
fect shaking off of the present in order 
to inaugurate a new future is very dif- 
ficult. A weak spot in the founder's 
purpose was that among the hundred 
women she fook with her there were 
three each of whom was loved by a 
man. These men, unwilling to part 
with those they loved, enrolled them- 
selves among the masculine force who 
were to do the fighting and laborers. 
Thus at the very outset did the canker- 
worm get into the roots of the tree that 
Mme. Drivaux had planted with so 
much thought, trouble and expense. 

Drivaux had enlisted every 
inan colonist herself, taking care that 
he was not opposed to her scheme or 
unwilling to accept the direction of the

WILL BUILD 
PARISH HOUSE 


Quincy Wollaston Unitarians 
Take Favorable Action 


At a meeting of the parish of the 
Wollaston Unitarian church held 
Wednesday evening it was voted to 
commence at once to build the parish 
house. Hon. Eugene H. Sprague pre- 
sided at the meeting at which there 
was a goodly number present. 

The building committee are Charles 
T. Baker, Dr: Charles S. Adams, John 
Morgan, Dr. John L. Merrill and Roy 
C. Baker. 

Actual work on the parish house 
was commenced today, cutting down 
trees and getting the sité in readiness. 
Work on the parish house is to be 
rushed and it is expected that it will 
be ready for occupancy in about four 
months. 

The addition is to be two stories high 
and will be constructed along the 
same) architectual lines as the pres- 
ent church. Like the church the 
first story will be of granite and the 
second of wood. 

Entrance will be made through a 
vestibule 12 by 18 from which a stair 
way will lead down to the coatrooms 
in the vestry of the present church. 

On the upper floor, on a level with 
the vestibule and church auditoium 
will be a parish hall, which will be 
used for entertainments, lectures, 
dramatics, etc. The hall is 40 by 47 
and has a seating capacity. of 300, A 
large stage 19 feet deep with a 20 foot 
proscenium is a feature of the hall. 

On the lower floor will be a supper 
room 37 by 48 where dances, card 
parties, etc., may he held. By means 
of sliding glass doors it is possible 
to throw this room and the present 
vestry into one large room. 

The present kitchen in the vestry 
will be changed into coat rooms and a 
new kitchen 17 by 23 included in the 
addition. 

Two committees or class rooms, 10 
by 15, and 11 by 17, are features of 
the lower floor, and provision is made 
for table storage when not in use. A 
stairway at the back will connect the 
two floors and also provide a rear 
entrance to the parish house. 

In addition there will probably be 
two fire exits, from the supper room. 
The proposed changes interfere very 
little with the interior of the present 
church auditorium, the only difference 
being that a portion of one of the 
Windows will be transformed into a 
door connecting the church with the 
parish hall.

Every boat was crowd- 
ed to suffocation and even tiny fish- 
ing vessels were pressed into service 
to make ,the passage. The flight of 
German Taubes over the city * gave 
fear of bomb- ~dropping.

Along Eastern Battle Front 


London, Oct. 16.—The Russian 
general staff annouced at Petrograd 
that for the next few . weeks the 
closest secrecy would mark operations 
of the Russian army in Poland. A 
previous order a week ago placed the 
same ban 6n operations in Galicia. 

From now until there is some defi- 
nite conclusion to the great conflict 
raging aleng the Vistula river no 
statements which might give the 
enemy an inkling of the disposition of 
Russian forces will be issued. 

The general staff is convinced that 
the well-nigh perfect system of Ger- 
man espionage,~ permitting immedi- 
ate transmission fo the enemy of 


in previous official statements, has 
greatly aided the German war office. 
For that reason, the statement issued 
by the Petrograd war office warns the 
public that practically nothing will 
be announced until there is a decisive 
turn in the campaign. 

The general staff admits that the 
enemy’s forces total nearly 1,000,000 
men, being comprised of ten Austrian 
army corps, reorganized after the de- 
feats inflicted on the Austrian troops 
in Galicia; and twelve German corps, 
}ineluding both those of the first and 
{second line. It is estimated at Petro- 
grad that against this vast army Rus- 
sia has concentrated a still more im- 
| pressive force—probably twenty-six 
|! Russian army corps, totalling about 
if , 500,000 men. , 


It is officially admitted that *the 
bulk of the Russian army is now fally 
peste along this vast battle front 
| in Poland. It opposes the combined 
Austro-German forces to the extreme 
south, and the German army on the 
centre and north. 

The magnitude of these operations 
| renders insignificant the campaign in 
Galicia. The Poland campaign — is 
Russia’s supreme — effort. Defeat 
here for the Germans, a break ip 
their line through’ which the czar 
;eculd pour his massed _ reinforce- 
ments, would mean the first step in 
the march to Berlin. 

The enormous number of Russian 
soidiers crowding military hospitals 
lat Petrograd and at concentration 
bases nearer the front has necessi- 
tated a public ampeal for supplies.

Gardner, who previously in- 
troduced a resolution for an investi- 


gation of the nation’s military pre- 


paredness, said: 

“For a dozen years I have sat here 
like a coward and listened in silence 
{while men have told us how the Unit- 
,ed States can safely depend in time of 


|war on the state militia and on the 


naval reserves. All the time I knew 
it was not true. 

“I was formerly a militiaman and 
Spanish war veteran, yet I say that 
such doctrine, is the shpremest folly. 
Under that delusion, in ‘ten short 
years we have let our navy slaugh off 
until today it is a very bad third, and 
sinking rapidly into fourth or fifth 
place among the navies of the world. 

“The belief that we can create an 
army and navy when the need arises 
is all wrong. You ¢annot improvise 
a battleship or a submarine or a sail- 
for after war breaks out. You cannot 
make a fighting machine out of a 
Militia regiment until you have elim- 
inated many men from its ranks.’ 

Gardner said the United States was 
not prepared for war when the Span- 
that there was 
difficulty in mobilization of volunteers 
and that some of the states had not 
furnished their quota of troops when 
He warned congress 
that year after-year the naval board 


land Major General Wood had reiter- 
;ated that this country is not equipped 


for conflict. 

“They ask us to awake from our 
awful lethargy and grapple this ques- 
tion on which our nation’s life de- 
pends,” said Gardner. “Yet we go 
shambling and shuffling along, scat- 
tering away millions of dollars where 
the votes grow thickest. 

“What possesses us? Are we blind 
or crazy? By no means; but every 
| voter has been taught to believe that 
i any minute we can create an army 
! and navy fit to face the world and we 
do not like to tell them otherwise.” 

After comparisons of the armies 
and navies of the world, Gardner con- 


| cluded: 


“The blame for our insecurity rests 
on Republicans and Democrats alike; 
but the root of the whole matter is 
deeper. Our country has not awak- 
ened to the understanding that 42- 
centimeter guns and _ superdread- 
noughts present stronger arguments 
than past victories and present treat- 
ies.

Estimating that $500,000,000 is 
spent annually by Americans for 


| medicines, the service report declared 


that most of this is for the unsuper- 
vised use of patent medicines. 

How many serious diseases result 
from such unchecked use of drugs is 
pointed out in the bulletin, which also 
suggests that increasing deaths, from 
senility, of Americans between 40 
and 60 years of age may be the result 
of the extensive “drug habit.”

OFF HOLLAND 


German Flotilla of Destroyers 
Smashed by British Ships 


ATTACK ON HAWKE. AVENGED 


Casualties of Defenders of Slightest 
Character, While Invaders Lose 
Many Men—England Thinks Result 
of Engagement Foreshadows UIti- 
mate Fate. of German Fleet 


London, Oct. 19.—The crew of the 
Hawke, against which a German sub- 
marine jaunched its bolt of death from 
beneath the waves of the North sea, 
has been quickly avenged, for a Brit- 
ish cruiser and her accompanying 
flotilla of destroyers sunk four Ger- 
man destroyers off the estuary of the 
Ems river. 

The cruiser was the Undaunted, 
commanded by Captain Fox, who was 
in command of the cruiser Amphion 
when she was sunk by a German mine 
on Ang. 6, and the United Kingdom 
fs rejoicing that it was he who has 
more than evened the score. 

With the Undaunted were the de- 
Stroyers Lance, Lennox, Legion and 
Loyal. So far as is known only 
thirty-onewGermans survive the ac- 
tion, and ‘they are those whom the 
British rescued atid have made pris- 
oners of war. 

The British casualties were only 
one officer and four men wounded. 
The cruiser and the destroyers were 
only slightly damaged.

Vienna Reperts the Expulsion of Head 
of the Greek Church 

According to a telegram from Ber- 
lin, the Turkish government has re- 
quested the Oecumenical patriarch, 
the head of the Greek Orthodox 
church, to leave Constantinople. 

The Greek Orthodox church is the 
dominant form of Christianity 
throughout the Russian empire, in 
the kingdom of Greece, in European 
Turkey among the Slavs and Greeks, 
in parts of Austria and of Hungary, 
and in Roumania, Bulgaria, Servia 
and Montenegro. 

The highest officers of the church 
are the four patriarchs of Constanti- 
nople, Alexandria, Antioch and Jeru- 
salem, bnt the most imporatnt ot 
these rulers is the patriarch of Con- 
stantinople, Germanos V., known 
also as the Oecumenical patriarch. 
He is the most exalted ecclesiast of 
the eastern churches, and his inftu- 
ence reaches far outside of the land 
of ‘the patriarchate.

BODIES OF DEAD 
CROWD RIVERS 


Germans Lose Heavily In San 
and Vistula Districts 


MEET REPULSE AT WARSAW 


Driven Back After’ Reaching Within 
Five Miie of Capital—Russians 
Destroy Germans’ Only: Means For 
Transporting Big Guns—Successes 
Claimed by Austrian War Office 


Petrograd, Oct. 20.—A newspaper 
correspondent at Lemberg, referring 
to the German losses in the attempts 
to cross the upper San river, tele- 
graphs that this stream is filled with 
the bodies of German soldiérs floating 
down to augment similar flotsam on 
the Vistula, where other German 
troops have met the same fate. The 
correspondent says none of repeated 
attempts to cross the San has been 
successful. 

Several of the other forts at Prze- 
mysl are reported to have been cap- 
tured, but these are not considered 


important, inasmuch as Przemys! al- 
ready has been isolated and sur- 
rounded. 

Aceording to information ‘from 


Warsaw the Russian army is not an- 
ticipating the return of the Germans 
to that region, from which they were 
jately repulsed with large losses. The 
German failure there is attributed 
partly to the inability of the artillery 
and {infantry to follow up and support 
the axdvance'guard, which approached 
within five miles of the city. 

The backwardness of the artillery 
is due to the practically impassable 
condition of the country as a result 
of four days’ continuous rain. The 
one railroad from Lowicz, forty-four 
miles westsouthwest of Wafsaw, to 
Warsaw, which was the Germans’ 
only means for transporting their 
heavy guns, was destroyed by tke 
Russians. Warsaw is virtually un- 
takeable without heavy guns. 

A main action is reported in the 
upper Vistula region; where the Ger- 
mans are attempting to march toward 
Krasnik and Lublin. A battle is of- 
ficially reported as developing south 
of Przemysl, chiefly with the Aus- 
trians. 

The situation of the German forces 
on the Russian frontier as gathered 
from the official sources is about as 
follows: The Germaff army from East 
Prussia, now near Miawa, is inter- 
cepted in its effort to pass through 
Plotsch to Warsaw by masking the 
fortress of Novo Geogievak; the 
‘Thorn-Posen forces are following the 
left. basin of the Vistula, and have 
eceupied the Kutno-Lowicz district, 
while the Silesian army is beleaguered 
in !vangora and extends to San Do- 
mir. 


Russians Reported Repulsed 

In an official statement issued at 
Vienna the AuStrian ,uvernment de- 
Clares the Russians have already lost 
40,000 men in unsuccessful attempts 
to take Przemysl by stormy 

The announcement declares. that 
the Russians continue to lose heavily, 
and already have been driven back 
from the southern forts of the San 
river fortress. 


WILL NOT NEGOTIATE 3 


Botha Says South African Rebellion 
Will Be Suppressed by Force 
London, Oct. 20.—A dispatch from 
Pretoria quotes a telegram sent by 


General Botha, premier and com- 
mander-in-chief of the Uunion otf 
South Africa’s forces, to General 


Hertzog, Botha’s chief political op- 
ponent. 
“Nobody regrets the treacherous 


acts df the traitors more than I,” the 
telegram says. “There are no nego- 
tiations being carried on with the 
rebel leader. The rebellion can only 
be suppressed by force. 

“The general opinion is that an im- 
mediate public repudidtion of Col- 
onel Maritz’s acts by you and others 
mentioned in his ultimatum will do 
much toward reaching the results 
aimed at. What do you _ propose 
further?” 


END OF HOSTILITIES 


Villa Says Fighting In Mexico Has 
Ended For the Present 

Washington, Oct. 20.—General 
Villa has informed the United States 
Zovernment that unless something 
unforesegn occurs hostilites in Mex- 
ico are at an end and that he will 
support any provisional government 
set up by the national convention at 
Aguascalientes. 

Villa said hé ‘would not accept Car- 
ranza as provisional president, but 
was satisfied he: would not be chosen. 
The general understanding on all 
sides has been that Carranza himself 
dees not desire te be _ provisional 
president, wishing to be free to en- 
ter the presidential race in the suc- 
ceeding election.

Rev. Dr. Frederick W. Perkins in 
his.address to the Lynn Chamber 0! 
Commerce at its. annual mecting 
emphasized the two essential things 
governing the constructive work of 
the Chamber. The first was the spirit 
which a civic organization of this 
character disseminates throughout 
the entire community and second the 
channel through which the mechan- 
ism expresses itself. It is’ perfect- 
ly apparent, he said, that the mechan- 
ism needed overhauling. lHe_ re- 
ferred to the remarkable public spirit 
enthysiasm and good feeling brought 
about by this censtant wave which 
was still going on, the principle being 
if the need be right there is nothing 
so valuable as the desire of the mem- 
bers to have something to say. In 
other words, a man felt perfectly 
happy when he was being permitted 
to say something and making a good 
speech. 

He said: “Most of us little realize 
the scope of Work being done by the 
Chamber of Commerce, but all having 
the best interest at heart, what a big 
thing it is for the community.

HOME ECONOMICS. 

Miss Helen Louise Johnson | of 
Watertown, N. -Y., chairman of the 
home economics department, General 
Federation, has sent out a_ letter 
which is a clarion call to every wom- 
an in America: 

“The present time,” writes Miss 
lohnson, “is one of great anxiety for 
many in this country. It is a time of 
egony for our sisters over the sea. 
Under the existing circumstances it 
has seemed right to us to urge upon 
club women all over the country a 
consideration of what the home econo- 
mics department has to offer in the 
hope of mitigating some of the evil 
effects of the rapidly increasing cost 
of living, much of which we ‘cannot 


of economic pressure upon every home 
in the land. Some can weather it, | 
some can bear it, some cannot. This | 
committee feels that it will not have 
administered its responsibilities until 
it has induced club women eyery- 
where to realize the extreme neces- 
sity of discussing present problems of 
living with a desire to assist in soly- 
ing these, not merely for themselves, 
but for other women of more limited 
opportunities. 

“The responsibility of the house- 
hold budget is almost wholly in the 
hands of the women. They buy the 
household supplies of all kinds. They 
generally set the standards of living. 
Conditions are now such that in 
thousands of cases the wage and 
salary earners can get no more. Yet 
the prices of the necessities of life 
have risen steadily for the past ten 
years, rapidly within the past few 
weeks. There is no other solution of 
the problem than that of learning how 
to live adequately, happily and well 
under the conditions which confront 
us. Waiting for something to turn up, 
for the ebb-tide, for a day of falling 
prices, will not avail. Certainly it 
will be most disastrous if meanwhile 
febts accumulate. President Wilson 
has wisely urged upon American 
women the need of curtailment and 
simple living. Agitation, boycotting, 
suspicion of producer, jobber and re- 
tailer, are unintelligent methods of 
neeting a situation which calls upon 
's for the exercise of every domestic 
vomanly virtue. It is our great op- 
sortunity to show what women can 
‘o to prove their sanity and wisdom, 
or the actual prosperity of the coun- | 
ry for a time must to a considerable 
egree lie in the consumers’ hands.

When they are all through 
eating, they again sing the same song 
as before starting to eat. 

Then, they sing all the Nursery 
sengs and say all the pledges.

When all this is 
done, they take off their bibs and all 
in chorrs they thank the metron for 
the good dinner.

| 18, the city was. surrounded on the 
20th, and an unbroken bombardment,

The Russians seemed utterly 
contemptuous of death, and stormed 
again and again. They seem to have 
jearned much from the Japanese war, 
{for they attacked with great skill. 
; The men seemed especially trained 

tor fortress work. 

Hills of corpses outside of 
| Works testify to the furious attacks 
they made. The Austrians estimate 
that 40,000 men fell, and many pris- 
oners have been taken. 

The Russians succeeded in carry- 
| ing temporarily one of the outlying 
| works. Eleven battalions succeeded 
in approaching these works without 
| being detected because of damage to 
' the searchlight and suddenly mounted 
the walls. The garrison retired to-the 
' casemates, from which they defend- 
ed themselves with machine guns and 
' rifles 
| The Russians forced their way to 
the casemates and a hand to hard 
struggle with bayonets, gun butts aad 
hand grenades ensued. When rein- 
forcements, which had been hastily 
telephoned for, arrived, the attack- 


ing party was already retiring, leav- 
ing 300 dead and wounded in the 
casemates and 150 corpses on the 


walls.

| zenship.

Mrs. Car- 
man still held the revolver in her 
hand, the girl insisted. She had Jit 
concealed under a white shawl she 
wore over a kimono, according to the 
maid.

The doctor’s 
wife, still grasping the revolver, 
stayed in the room but a minute, ac- 
cording to the witness, going out by 
the way of the waiting room.

"Standard Oil Vessel Was Always 


American ahd No Question of Flag 
Transfer Involved—Neutral Vessel 
Operating Between Neutral Ports 
Always Exempt From Seizure 


Washington, Oct. 22.—Great Brit- 
nin and the United States are rapidly 
‘approaching a “show down” on the 
question of British seizure of Ameri- 
can vessels, according to official in- 
dications. 

One strong protest to Great Brit- 
ain was lodged yesterday, and an- 
j}other is in prospect. The protest 
made was over the seizure of the 
Standard Oil tanker John D. Rocke- 
feller, “an American bottom, never 
;under foreign registry, plying with 
petroleam between the neutral ports 
of New York and Copenhagen 

Her seizure off the Orkney 
\the administration felt, was abso- 
| lutely without excuse because no 
‘question of flag transfer was involved. 
international law likewise exempts 
from seizure any neutral vessel oper- 
ating between neutral ports. 

Protest over the seizure of the 
Standard Of] tanker Brindilla off Am- 
brese channel! is also imminent. The 
state department felt that her trans- 
fer from the German-to the American 
flag did not come within the scope 
of English objection, inasmuch as the 
Standard Oil company—and not the

She was previously 
owned by the Hamburg company, a 
Standard Oil subsidiary. 

Still another. prospective seizure, 
that of the former German vessel 
tvelyn, now an American registered 
ship, lying off Philadelphia, gave 
the basis for further possible ship- 
ning difficulties, with Great Britain.

Burns’ Cottage. 

The Burns cottage at Ayr is under 
the charge of trustees, who purchased 
it in 1881 from the Ayr Shoemakers’ 
incorporation for the sum of £4,000. 
The birthplace of the poet had up till 
that time been in use as a_ public 
house.

SUPPLIES BEING RUSHED 


Are 


Ammunition and _ Provisions 
Sent to Philippines 

Washington, Oct. 24.—While war 
department officials are unanimous in 
agreeing there is no extraordinary ex- 
citement over the far eastern situa- 
tion, they agree that the Philippines 
are being armed and _ provisioned 
rapidly. Im part the reason for this 
is a comprehensive armament plan 
sanctioned by congress, but a high 
official of the army general staff ad- 
mitted the far eastern questfon lends 
some background to the activity. 

Ammunition, ‘which two years ago 
Was insufficient for one day's brisk 
tighting in the islands, has been re- 
plenished. Just how much is now on 
hand the general staff would not 
divulge for military reasons. Corre- 
gidor fort, a strong defensive point 
on the island coast, is understood to 
be undergoing heavy provisioning. 

The chief complication the far east- 
ern problem has lent thus far in the 
islands is in the harboring of unneu- 
tral vessels, many of which, it has 
been: suspected, sought to use the 
Philippines as a base of supplies for 
vessels at sea. 

The armament plan of the islands, 
as outlined by a staff officer, is that 
the islands shall be so. strongly 
equipped that they may withstand an 
assault until such time as the navy 
cam arrive and use the islands as an 
offensive base. 


MONARCHISTS BEATEN 


In Portugal ,ls Suppressed 
by “Troops 

Lisbon, Oct. 24.—The monarchists 
of Portugal made attempts the nights 
of Oct. 20 and Oct. 21 to effect up- 
risings. There were outbreaks at 
various places, especially in the 
northern part of Portugal, which for 
a time was cut off from telegraphic 
communication with Lisbon. 

A sharp conflict took place at Mafra 
between 100 civilians and Republican 
troops. The civilians were led by a 
lieutenant, who seized the arsenal. 
The troops were victorious. An in- 
surgent band, numbering 200 men. 
was pursued to the mountains. 

Portions of the railroad track at 
Santarem and Mafra were torn up 
and trains were derailed. A colonel 
and two sergeants were arrested at 
Santarem, and numerous monarchists 
i taken into custody in Lisbon.

Leaders in this moyement agreed 
to adjourn, however, only on the 
| condition that pending cotton relief 
‘measures would have right of way 
jin the house when congress recon- 
venes, Dec, 7. 

Not more than fifty members of the 
»nouse and less than a quorum of the 
senate were present when the gavel 
fell on adjournment without day. 

While the senate was winding up 
executive business, Speaker. Clark 
arose at his desk in the house and, 
facing the scattered attendance on 
the floor, said: 

“This is the longest and most la- 
| borious session that congress ever 
has known. I congratulate you most 
heartily on being able to adjourn at 
last. I wish to thank every member 
of the house, Democratic, Republi- 
can and Independent, for uniform 
{ courtesy shown to the speaker. Now, 
in the language of ‘Tiny Tim,’ ‘God 
| bless us every one.’”

chances of ultimate success. Smith 
introduced a bill for a $250,000,000 
government bond issue to buy cotton, 
and declared: 

“We have done all we could for the 
suffering people of the south. We 
have had our day in court for this 
session and I would have no excuse 
for further filibustering at this time. 
I shall feel that I have done my duty 
by simply voting against this ad- 
journment resolution.”

MORE THAN STUBBORN 
DEFENSE ENCOUNTERED 


Little of Decisive Nature In Way of 
Victory or Defeat For Either Side, 
Despite Germans’ Furious Charges 
and Awful Sacrifice of Men—Nieuw- 
port Practically Destroyed by In- 
vaders’ Big Guns—Military Experts 
Think Humah Beings Cannot Stand 
Frightful Butchery Much Longer— 
Street Fighting, With Advances 
From House to House, Character- 
izes Fighting In Northern France 


London, Oct. 27.—Frustrated in 
their effort to batter through the al- 
lied lines after crossing the Yser, 
the German host in Belgium has 
brought up some of the great how- 
itzers that smashed the forts at Ant- 
wetp and are shelling the town of 
Nieuwport, where the French and 
British are massed in force. 

Again and again Monday the in- 
vaders made violent attempts to 
seize crossings of the Yser nearer the 
mouth of the stream than those which 
they captured Sunday, but the sole

In 1850 Mlle. Antoinette Garnier, 
named for the ill fated queen of France 
who lost her head on the guillotine, 
was one of the most attractive of the 
younger girls of New Orleans. The 
, Crescent City was in those days one of 
| the gayest cities, if not the gayest, in 
| the United States. Being a city of the 
French, it contained a number of em- 
| igres of the revolution whereby the 
| Bourbon kings lost the throne, and 

they were of the noblesse, some of 

them having the right to titles that 
| they did not use. New Orleans social- 
|ly was delightful, but more foreign 
than any other American city. 

| Edwin Wentworth, a young northb- 
| erner from the state of Maryland, went 
to the Crescent City to spend a winter, 
| attracted thither by the reports of the 
; unique social life. Having letters to 
| the “best” people, he was invited ev- 
| erywhere. He met Mile. Garnier, and 
a love affair ensued. It was arranged 
that when the spring came on they 
should be married and both go north 
| to the groom’s home. 

In those days there was frequent in- 

'tercourse between New Orleans and 

France. While desirable persons came 
out to the new world to make homes 

for themselves, occasionally one would 
come whose absence would have been 

preferable. Among these was Antoine 

Le Voisier, a duelist who had killed 

sO many opponents that he had ac. 
quired the sobriquet of the White 

Death. 

One evening at a cafe young Went 
worth saw him, asked who he was and 
on being told remarked in a voice loud 
enough for Le Voisier to hear that the 
authorities of Louisiana should ship 

the fellow back to France. The result 
was a challenge. If Wentworth had 
come from Massachusetts or any north 
ern state he might have declined it. 
But. hailing from a border state, in 
which dueling had not entirely died 
out, he feic compelled to fight. Hk 
was rash to have made the remark in 
the White Death’s hearing and rasb 
to go on the field with one who had 
fought twenty duels and killed ten 
men. Wentworth was entirely unskill 
ed in the use of weapons, and there 
was no time to learn how to use them. 

The result was that he went out to 
meet his antagonist, and another mur 
der was done. 

Mile. Garnier was so crushed by the 
tragedy that for awhile her life seem- 
ed to be in danger, and as she recover- 
ed her strength she showed signs of 
mental derangement. The social world 
saw her no more, and so rapid are the 
changes in the world of fashion that 
in a few months her place there seemed 
to have been filled and she forgotten. 

It was not long after Wentworth’s 
murder that the cholera visited Ameri 
ca, and New Orleans was not immune 
from its devastations.» But it seemed 
that nothing could even temporarily 
obliterate the people’s desire for 
amusement. A masked ball was given 
in a large hall, and, although it was 

'not an affair to call out fashionable 
society, especially at such a time, many 
of the bon ton went there to divest 
themselves of the gloom surrounding 
, them. 
| The contrast within and without the 
| hall was a fearful one. Within was a 
dance of life, without a dance of death. 
But the death from without broke in 
among the merrymakers, A figure en- 
tered the hah dressed in white flowing 
robes, the mask as white as chalk, with 
great hollow eyes, a grinning mouth 
| and rotten teeth. It advanced to one 
| wearing a Louis XV. costume and 
stood staring at him. The merriment

tion as to interstate movement by a 
quarantine, effective October 23, 1914. | 
This action is taken under authority 


given in the aet of Congress mak- 
ing appropriations for the Department 
of Agriculture in relation to the gypsy 
moth and brown-tail moth control in 
New England, and is entirely inde- 
pendent of the plant quarantine act. 
| The provisions, however, governing 
ithe inspection and certification of 
‘stone and quarry products are sub- 
/Stantially the same as thése governing 
jthe movement of nursery stock and 
jothér plant products under the plant 
quarantine act referred to in relation 
to the same insect. 

The area covered by this quarantine 
is identical with the area covered by 
'the plant quarantine. This quaran- 
jtine puts no bar on the interstate 
i traffic in stone and quarry products 
‘except to provide for Federal inspec- 
tien and certification as a condition 
of such traffic.

If 
this is well written, made up of facts 
instead of fine writing, it will also 
perform its mission. : 

Many places put up big sighs near 
the railroad station, with a town slo- 
ean. If the heart of the citys work 
can be concentrated in a few words, 
this has its effect. 

The best to advertise a city 
is by a general purpese on the pari 
of its citizens to spread its good name 
and reputation on all possible ecca- 
sions, Some people take every oc- 
casion to disparage and run down the 
home place. They think it shows 
discriminating judgment to speak in 
this slighting way. Such a town us- 
ually merits the disparagement that is 
given. 

In other places,.citizens are not 
ashamed to tell of the advantages 
they have at home. They commend 
its schools, churches, social life and 
business push, They send away 
programs of interesting events, pic- 
tures of attractive scenes, newspapers 
containing reports of notable events. 
Where a city has that spirit, it soon 
acquires a widespread reputation. (It 
simply can’t help. growing.

PULMOTOR 
SAVES A LIFE 


Well Handled by Members Of pasisont Adams Addresses 


Police Department 


The pulmotor, operated by members 
of the Police department, was instru- 
mental in saving the life of Patrick 
Cavanaugh of West Quincy who was 
found nearly asphyxiated in an En- 
gine house at Houghs Neck -on 
Vednesday evening. 

Cavanaugh ,an engineer in the em- 
ploy of the city, had charge of a gas 


engine, pumping the water from the! 


ewer trench on Sea street. After 
making the necessary adjustments he 
entered a small shed and fell asleep. 
Escaping gas from the feed pipe 
worked its way into the building and 
rendered him unconscious. He was 
found by the night. watchman. 
Patrolman David Farrell was sum- 
moned and while the patrol ambul- 
ance speeded to the beach he pra- 
longed life through artificial respira- 
tion. Chauffuer Cahill and Wagon 


Officer Halloran adjusted the appara-j 


tus and Cavanaugh responded after 
fifteen minutes of treatment. When 
Dr. Walter Sargent arrived Cavan- 
angh was in condition to be moved 
to the Quincy City Hospital where he 
is resting comfortably this morning. 

One tank of oxygen was necessary 
to tide Cavanaugh over his perilous 
condition. 

The pulmotor has been at the dis- 
posal of the Police department for 
about a year and, has been used in 
five cases without success. The pa- 
trolmen and Chief Burrill have al- 
ways maintained that it would prove 
its value if given a reasonable opport- 
unity, and the hundreds who have 
been interested in this latest equip- 
ment in medical science are. well 
pleased this morning with the results. 

Incidentally the men who adjusted 
and operated the pulmotor are re- 
ceiving their just share of praise.

The policy of the Superintendent ot 
Schools is to get the best teachers 
available for the money; and it is the 
policy of the School Committee to 
consider the question of efficiency ‘first 
and the birth-place last. If Miss 
Brown is a better teacher than Miss 
White, why should she not get the ap- 
pointment even if she comes from 
Boston or some other outside place 
and Miss White lives in Quincy? It is 
only when other things are equal that 
the preference should be given the 
Quincy girl. And when it comes to 
deciding whether other things are 
equal, the superintendent and the 
School Committee are better able to 
judge wisely than the Mayor.

The street railway employees have 
unanimously réjected the half cent

A LOOK BACKWARD. 
Editor Ledger: 

I was deeply interested in the ob- 
servance of the 275th anniversary of 
the First church in Quincy a ‘few 
w eeks ago and regretted the impossi- 
bility of attending the services. Some 
sixty years, ago I joined the church 
ana am wondering if any members at 
that time are living now. | If there are 
Rs shonld like to know it. 

“I recall those’ early days ‘When as a 
‘boy I us¢d to stand on the stone steps 
and watch the arrival of prominent 


men. Otten I have seen “Old Man 
Eloquent” President “John Quincy 
Adams come up those. steps. ‘His 


family would ride in the coach but he 
usually walked. His namesake John 
Quincy Adams Field was one of the 
boys to stand on the steps with me. 

Hon. Josiah Quincy the second 
tmayor of Boston with his two queen- 
ly daughters used to come in their 
coach, Up to the time of his death 
at the age of 95 years, he and his 
family were constant attendants. 

Sometimes during the summer the 
Hon. Charles Sumner used to Visit the 
Adamses and attend church with 
Hon. and Mrs. Charles’ Francis 
Adams. Again Chief Justice George 
Tyler Bigelow and family were often 
in attendance sitting in the left hand 
gallery. Mrs. Bigelow’s mother a 
very stately aristocratic looking lady 
was often with them and her son 
Charles Miller, who owned and lived 
on the large estate of which Miller 
Stile Inn Was once a part; and where 
the present pastor Rev. A. L. Hudson 
iow makes his home. Directly oppo- 
site lived Isaac Hull Adams and his 
sister Miss Blizabeth Adams, grand- 
children of President John Adams. 
They were constant attendants at 
church. ‘One séldom yicets a more 
vompanionable, sociable and interest- 
ing Woman than Miss Elizabeth Adamis 
and her cousin Mrs. Charies Francis 
Adams. Both were® much interested 
and constent attendants at the Frag- 
ment society meetings, - the eewing 
cirele of the church. 

Charles Francis Adams was inter- 
ested in the Sunday school as I well} 
know for I was superintendent and 
iten consulted with him. There was 
another helpful and earnest worker 
in the school and parish, ‘Miss Carrie. 
al, who was ever an intelligent and 
ihteraated advisor. 

I was always impressed with the 
dignified bearing of Adam Curtis, | 
called the king of Franklin  strect, 
when he came into church and passed 
down the broad aisle to his pew. He 
always reminded me of Daniel Web-} 
ster. Then there was Josiah Brig- 

ham, grandfather of James 'H. Stetson. 

He was president of the old stone 

bank. Many others I would like to 

mention but space and time forbids. 

The Sabbath school in those days 

was held in the main body of the 

church as there was no chapel then. 

The library was in the entry of the 

right gallery, and near the entrance 

to the left gallery two or three pews 

were reserved for the colored attend- 

ants. 

In the early days the stone posts 

around the church were used as 


riage at nearly every one, the same 
people using ‘the same post each Sun- 
day year in and year out.

entrance into the field of warlike 
operations, though not unexpected, 
has caused a sensation. in _ official 
circles here because of. the. probable 
tar-reaching effect of . this. action. 
Probably no one factor in the great 
European struggle is regarded.so un- 
certain in quantity and quality as the 
Turkish. empire. ; 

The probability that .by Turkey's 
act of wer against Russia the Balkan 
states may be drawn. into the .yortex 
of the great conflict, thereby cutting 
off a vast quantity of food supplies, 
hich, it had been expected,. would 
go to the maintenance of the north- 
ern European..countries. during the 
war, has ,.brought. home. to .the offi- 
cials here a realization of the very 
close and .intense interest of the 
United States in the latest develop- 
ment, m 

The result of Turkey’s. action, as 
viewed by the military experts here 
from a purely technical point of view, 
will be to embarrass Russia greatly 
at the outset. 

Great Britain, Russia and France 
-had made it plain to Turkey, ‘ft is 
understood, what the consequences 
of her entry might be. The Anglo- 
French fleet, which has been com- 
paratively unoccupied in the Mediter- 
ranean,. would bombard the ports of 
Asia Minor, Greece would probably 
join the alli@s against Turkey,. and 
the Balkan states be drawn into the 
general imbroglio, with the prospect 
that Italy early might be found fight- 
ing Turkey as well. 

That the conflict might extend to 
Egypt, Persia or Arabia, with the 
possibility of the Japanese fleet sup- 
porting operations of the allies; has 
been discussed here. 

The Greek navy, with its two 
American-built battleships, formerly 
the Idaho and the Mississippi, has an 
equipment superior to the Turkish 
cruisers in armor and armament. The 
fencral opinion here is that at least 
in the beginning and for some time 
thereafter Turkey will beygreatly cir- 
cumscribed in her activities. ; 

One of the uncertain elements in 
the political side of the problem is 
the effect upon the great Moslem 
population of India. It is pointed out, 
too, that there are probabilities that 
Ecsypt may be drawn in through her 
political and religious affiliations with 

thus affecting British suze- 
rainty over Egypt and the control of 
the Suez canal, a very necessary link 
in the British chain of communica- 
tions between England and the great 
indian empire. . 

From a purely military point of 
view, it is believed Russia would 
have little to fear from an attack by 
the Turkish army. It is regarded as 
certain that such action would doubt- 
less be immediately followed by de- 
claration of war against Turkey by 
several of the Balkan states, and the 
experience of the Ottoman govern- 
ment in the last conflict.is -held to 
have demonstrated the ability of Ser- 
via, Greece, Montenegro and Bulgaria 
to check a northern movement of the 
Tu h army, if not indeed to drive 
it across the straits into Asia Minor. 

From a naval viewpoint Turkey 
cannot work much mischief, in the 
opinion of experts here. 

Because of persistent rumors of 
possible anti-Christian uprisings as a 
result of general disturbances, Am- 
bassador Morgenthau at one time ad- 
vised that an American warship be 
present in. Turkish waters. 

The cruisers North Carolina and 
Tennessee, which were sent to Eu- 
rope with gold for. relief purposes, 
are now and probably will be main- 
tained in the eastern Mediterranean.
